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REMARKS 

This communication is responsive to the Office Action dated June 28, 2006. 

Claims 107-108, 1 10-1 14 and 1 16-123 are currently pending. Claim 1 10 is 
amended and claim 109 is cancelled by this Amendment. 

In particular, claim 1 10 has been amended to delete the words "of a type" which the 
Examiner found to be indefinite. Entry of this Amendment and withdrawal of the rejection 
of claim 1 10 under 35 USC §1 12 is respectfully requested in order to place this application 
into better form for appeal. No new matter has been entered, and the amendment clearly 
overcomes the indefiniteness rejection by removing the words that were found to be 
improper by the Examiner. Accordingly, entry of the amendment is proper after final 
rejection. 

Claim 109 has been cancelled to remove any issues regarding the species 
represented by the H-shape, as discussed by the Examiner on page 4 of the Office Action. 

Applicants' silence as to any of the Examiner's comments regarding the prior art is 
not indicative of an acquiescence to the stated grounds of rejection. The purpose of the 
present Amendment is not to argue the prior art rejection on the merits, but to place the 
application into better condition for appeal. 
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In view of the above, the Examiner is respectfully requested to enter the present 
Amendment and withdraw the rejection under 35 USC §112. If there are any remaining 
matters that need to be addressed at this time, the Examiner is respectfully invited to 
telephone Applicant's undersigned attorney.
